It’s a fact the folks that write history books will say that the 1979 Baylor football team wound up 
with an 8-4 record and Peach Bowl title. 

But coaches and teams found out a long time ago that you can't dwell оп Previous glories. The 
same holds true for past shortcomings. The Baylor football Program can take either side of that debate 
Two years ago they posted an unglorious, 3-8 record yet were able to put aside all the trouble: 
rebound to the before mentioned 8-4 slate. 

The task that now confronts head man Grant Teaff and his charges is shaking the stars from their 
heads and setting about the chore of putting together another good year. 

Teaff and his staff, now in their ninth year together, will have a lot of familiar faces on hand when 
the Bears open camp for two-a-days. A total of 35 lettermen, 18 on offense and 17 on the defensive 
side, return. Out of that group there are seven offensive Starters and five defenders with starting 
credentials. Add to that list the returning Place kicker and punter and the Bear coaching staff has a 
workable nucleus to look at. 

“I feel very good about the coming season," says Teaff. "However, my good feeling is 
somewhat tempered by actual facts and the knowledge that I have of this particular squad. We fall 
short in some areas that at this stage of the game are very critical." 

Those areas that Teaff terms critical are the defensiv. 
Sounds like quite a lot. And it might be just that, critical.

defensive ends Andrew Melontree and Thomas Brown were lettermen and coaches figured they'd 


shine given the chance to start. They did and end was a strong point for the Bruin defense. This year's 
ends are as green as the new artificial turf on Baylor Stadium. 


The defensive line is minus three of the four starters that opened the Peach Bowl. The lone 
returnee is senior tackle Joe Campbell, a good one. Conference ci 
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Lack of experience and depth are pivotal in the plans at defensive end as well. Three players were 
ahead of the other candidates following spring drills, sophomore Charles Benson and seniors Max 
McGeary and Ray Smith. Benson who switched from middle linebacker to end during the spring and 
wowed coaches, will start at one end with either McGeary or Smith opening at the other. McGeary, 
the kick blocking machine, has the ability to play both sides which gives a measure of lee-way to 
coaches. Also sophomores Travis Selph and Kent Townsend should see playing time. Selph was 
switched from tight end and caught the eye of coaches. 

The secondary was also hit hard by graduation. Three of its starters are gone but the returning 
starter, Vann McElroy is a quality player with two years of experience under his belt. McElroy will be 
stationed at free safety with either Scott Smith or Vic Vines at strong safety and Cedric Mack and 
Thomas Earl Young holding down the comers. Once again, depth is the big worry. 

The secondary and the line will be counting on incoming freshmen to fill the gap. Folks like 
defensive backs Byron Lewis and Preston Davis and tackles like Paul Mergenhagen, Gregg 
Bomkamp and Pat Coryatt will get a quick shot to show their talents. 

“Мо! in the last five or six years have we faced the task of counting on freshmen this quickly,” 
says Teaff. 

One place that freshmen or for that fact just about anyone does not have a chance of breaking into a 
spot is at linebacker. To say that the Bears’ linebackers are solid would be like saying Bo Derek is just 
à ten. There just aren't a better collection of linebackers in the country. 

Heading up the group is consensus all-American Mike Singletary in the middle. In three years he's 
totaled 517 tackles and been the league's defender of the year two years running. His side kicks are 
just as impressive in their own rights, Strongside linebacker Doak Field is awesome. He packs 230 
pounds on his 6-3 frame and has speed and strength to boot. Coaches felt he should have shared 
defensive player of the game laurels with Andrew Melontree in the Peach Bowl. He was in on 17 
tackles, broke up three passes and had a game-saving pass interception. 

Тһе weakside linebacker is Lester Ward and һе too is a three year starter, although опе was spent 
as a defensive end. He is smaller than the other two at 6-0, 200 but has a step more speed. The three 
compliment one another quite well. 

Where the other defensive spots are concerned about depth the linebacking corp isn't. Backups 
Steve Rinaldo, Geff Gandy and Greg Gibson could start for a lot of folks. Rinaldo will share a lot of 
time with Ward depending on the game situations and coaches plan on breaking Gandy and Gibson in 
for more field time. So strong is this position that Teaff was able to move Charles Benson from middle 
linebacker to end and gained another starter. 

Offensively the Bears could be a very productive unit, Maybe even explosive if the chemistry ік 
right. 

Like their defensive brethren the offensive team does have some problems. Three starters are gone 
from the offensive line and two quality receivers. But, offensive coordinator John O'Hara feels that 
replacement talent is on hand and just needs some playing time to fill the bill. 

“Му big concem is maturity in the offensive line and staying healthy. The potential is there to 
have a better line than we did a year ago. We'll be playing а lot of young linemen,"* says O'Hara. 
“Look for early season jockeying, trying to find the right combination." 

Those young players will have some quality experienced players to look to for leadership in the 
persons of second team all-conference offensive guard Frank Ditta, center Buzzy Nelson and tight end 
Raymond Cockrell. 

The rest of the starters on the line will come from an impressive group of sophomores and a veteran 
senior. The senior is Eddy Gregory who was a part-time starter last year at guard and was switched to 
tackle during the spring. He's got the experience but will receive a stem push from Bobby Glass, 
brother of all-conference guard Billy Glass. The other tackle spot should go to sophomore Mark 
Adickes, a youngster with worlds of potential. The guards are Ditta and Mark Kirchner, another 
Sophomore. Kirchner started two games last year when Glass was nursing an ankle problem. Behind 
Nelson at center is a real comer in Randy Grimes. Those two will handle the center chores in fine 
fashion. 


Cockrell is regarded as one of the better athletes on the team and showed his abilities in the Peach 
Bowl. The big senior tight end should be an asset in the BU offense. 

Throwing the football should be a pleasure for the Bruin quarterback, whoever he is, reason being 
the fine stable of receivers to pick out. In addition to Cockrell people like Robert “Radar” Holt, 
Robert Mitchell and Mike Fisher are back and all are game breaking athletes. 

“It’s not that we plan to throw the ball that many more times in 1980,” says head boss Grant 
Teaff. "What we hope and plan to do is to complete more of the passes we throw to our own people. If 
we сап manage that this year, with the athletes we have to catch the ball we could make things happen 
in a hurry." 

If the Bears decide against throwing the ball you couldn't fault them with running backs Walter 
Abercrombie and Dennis Gentry around to hand off to. Abercrombie is fast becoming the most 
prolific runner in school history. The Waco junior, a second team all-conference choice last year, 
needs just 167 yards to take over the top spot in BU annals, Last year he rushed for 886 yards and 
scored seven touchdowns. Teaff feels his fine tailback is about ready to put in a claim for all-league 
and all-American honors. 


Abercrombie's running mate, Dennis Gentry, can also make the big play. The speedy junior has 
more moves than a bowl of jello. He has the darting quickness and surprising toughness that make him 
a perfect compliment for Abercrombie. If the. рай 


r stay healthy they could give the Bears the best one- 
two punch in recent memory.

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“ІЧоп think we've ever had five better candidates than we do this year,” said Teaff. “Тһе thing 
that’s really encouraging is that all five are super athletes and each, with the exception of Brannan can 
play more than one position. That should come in handy with our depth problems. My plan is to carry 
just three quarterbacks this season. We'll move the other two to other spots so they can contribute to 
the squad with their athletic ability. Also if its close between a freshman and upper classman I'll stay 
with the young player at quarterback.” 

Mangrum emerged as the top quarterback following the spring game although Jeffrey was rated as 
number one for most of the spring. Those two got plenty of snaps while Brannan worked on 
rehabilitation of his knee. Each has assets they bring to the spot. Brannan is a fine runner, a deceptive 
runner, with a good strong arm. Confidence is his strong suit. He knows he can get the job done; and 
the team feels the same way. 

Mangrum’s rifle is disguised as an arm. The 6-5, 200 pounder has all of the tools to become a 
super. In addition to his outstanding arm he possesses better than average speed and is tough to bring 
down. Coaches drool when they think about his potential. He's been out of football fortwo years after 
signing a professional baseball contract to pitch for the Kansas City Royals organization. 

Jeffrey, the brother of former Baylor standout quarterback Neal Jeffrey, is just an outstanding 
athlete, He can run, throw and most importantly move the team. He had to sit out last year after 
transfering in from Missouri. Like Brannan he feels he can move the team for the score. He also has 
experience after playing a year at Missouri. 

“I do feel positive about the quarterback situation although it's a little concerning to know that 
once again we don't have all that much experience. But they'll play well,” adds Teaff, 

In the specialty department the Bears retum two stalwarts, Place kicker Robert Bledsoe comes into 
his senior having seen the good and the bad of life as a college kicker. As a freshman he led the team in 
scoring and provided critical boots in several games. The next season though he got off to a poor start 
and hit just one field goal for the year. However, last year he found his range once again and connected 
on 13 of 17 field goals winning two games with his foot. Bledsoe is the all-time kick scoring leader at 
Baylor and needs just 20 points to become the all-time scoring leader. 

The punting duties belong to sophomore Ron Stowe who finished with а41.1 yard average. Stowe 
had a particularly fine Peach Bowl game and coaches feel he'll get nothing but better. 

Teaff will have to find a replacement for punt return specialist Howard Fields who finished his 
career with over eight yards per return. Top candidates will come from comerbacks Cedric Mack or 
Thomas Earl Young. 

How does Teaff see the 1980 Bears? 

"Right now I feel very good about the coming season," says Teaff. "My good feeling is 
Somewhat tempered by actual facts and the knowledge that 1 have of this particular squad. We fall 
short in some areas that at this stage of the game are very critical. We're not a very good defensive 
team at this point but have the potential and some very outstanding leadership. We just have to have 
some help from young players in a hurry. Offensively we have a chance to be pretty good. I like the 
Possibility for some explosiveness. It will take us a few games to come together but I like the 
potential, 

**But potential is one thing and the reality of the type of competition we play is another. Right now 
We're not the type of team we want and need to be. That scares you. But, again, that's the fun of 
coaching , bringing together the chemistry that creates a good product. If this team will improve each 
week, like the team in 779 did, we could by mid season be a pretty good football team." 

Time will tell.

WHAT IS YOUR OVERALL VIEW COMING INTO. THE FALL 

"' After experiencing one of the most positive spring practices that we've had since I've been at 
Baylor, I feel very good about the coming season. My good feeling is somewhat tempered by actual 
facts and the knowledge that I have of this. Particular squad. We fall short in some areas that at this 
stage of the game are very critical. Right now our defense is not very strong. I would say that there is a 
lot of comparison to last year's teams and this year's at the same time, Let's say we have less 
experience than we had a year ago. I like our starters and their potential. But I'm concerned about the 
depth, We do have enough players that are good and will act as a catalysis. This defense could come 
on and be solid, 

“Offensively I have two major concerns, the offensive line and quarterback. But, 1 feel very 
Positive about both, We are young in the line but have some good talent. I also feel positive about the 
quarterback situation although its a little concerning to you to know that once again we don’t have all 
that much experience. Mike Brannan is a question mark at this time because of his surgery, Buthe isa 
proven quarterback and the two who went through spring ball (David Mangrum and Jay Jeffrey) are 
going to be players for this team. 


WHAT WILL IT TAKE FOR BAYLOR TO HAVE A SUCCESSFUL SEASON? 

"Well, you'll have to have about seven or eight victories and go to a boi 
that simple, But to look at things seriously, number one, the defense has to improve; the offense is 
going to have to be productive from the outset and the kicking game is going to have to equal or beat 
last year's. Those are all pretty high in the ultimate goals.”

WHAT DO YOU THINK ABOUT THE BAYLOR SCHEDULE IN 780? 

“What really concerns me is that folks will really look at our early season schedule with Lamar 
University and West Texas State and say, 'Boy, that'sa snap." " But I'll tell you flat out that it's nota 
snap. We'll have to play the best football game of the season to beat Lamar in Beaumont. We'll be 
working toward that end. Under Bill Yung West Texas is no Snap game. They've won two out of 
three Missouri Valley titles under him and feel they are at the apex of their recruiting and building. 
Then we get to open the conference season with Texas Tech and we've only beaten them once since 
I've been coaching and never in Lubbock. Following is the rest of the conference and I won't go into 


detail but let it suffice to say we play in the nation's toughest league. But we look forward to the 
challenge of it and to the opportunities of it." 


WHAT ABOUT THE SOUTHWEST CONFERENCE RACE? 
"'Realistically there has to be probably four teams in top contention, with a fifth that should be 
counted in that area. 1 would say Arkansas, Houston, Texas, Texas A&M and possibly SMU for the 


teams, You can give them any order you want. They all have the potential to be in the Cotton Bowl, 
Janaury 1." : 


WHAT IS THE STRENGTH OF THE OFFENSIVE UNIT? 

“Тһе strength, although we're not blessed with a great amount of depth, I think is in the split 
receivers and backs. You take Radar Holt, Mike Fisher and Robert Mitchell, all three fine receivers 
that can play for a lot of people. Our backs, Walter Abercrombie and Dennis Gentry are both 
exceptional, Abercrombie has a chance to be one of the best we've ever had. I like the players behind 
them, Fred Hall, Phillip Ward and Ken Matthews. Let our young offensive line gain some maturity 
and the quarterback spot comes through like I feel it can, and this can be a pretty productive offense." 


WHAT IS THE STRENGTH OF THE DEFENSIVE UNIT? 

“This will sound like a broken record, but definitely our strength comes from our outstanding 
linebackers. They are the best in the league and I can honestly say in the nation, Mike Singletary is a 
consensus all-American, period. Doak Field should be considered an all-conference performer, I do. 
They can't carry the entire load on defense, but they will give a tremendous amount of leadership. I 
like the play of tackle Joe Campbell and free safety Vann McElroy. They are proven starters who can 
help with their leadership,"

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Baylor Stadium History 


This fall marks the 30th anniversary of the Baylor Stadium. Completed in the summer of 1950, 
continued renovations and improvements over the years have produced a facility that now ranks 
among the top in the conference 

Prior to 1950 the Bears played all their home games at the Municipal Stadium on Dutton Street, 
a small stadium that could only seat 14,000 or 20,000 if end zone bleachers were set up. But a handful 
of Baylor supporters decided it was time Bear teams had a home of their own and formed the Baylor 
Stadium Corporation to achieve just that. 

The Corporation launched a bond sales program and was able to raise the $1,500,000 needed to 
build the new stadium. The last of the bonds issued were retired last March. The Baylor Stadium Cor- 
poration, made up of 29 businessmen from across the state, continues to serve as an advisory board 
and helps to manage the stadium facilities. 

Many improvements and additions have been made throughout the years. Up until 1972 the Bears 
played on a grass field. But with the acquisition of a new coach, the current head coach Grant Teaff, 
also came Baylor's first Astroturf surface. This fall the Bears compete on a brand new Astroturf field 
laid down in the spring 

During the "708 the beautiful and comfortable Bear Club and Lettermen's Lounges were built on 
the west side of the stadium. An upstairs locker room, extra meeting rooms and a new weight room 
were also added. An eight year project to replace the stadium's wooden seats with aluminum ones has 
just been completed and the press box improved. Athletic office space is continuously being expanded 
and renovated 

The first game played in the 48,500-capacity stadium was a 34-7 victory over the University of 
Houston Cougars, then an independent team. The first conference game was a 27-20 loss to Texas 
A&M. The biggest crowd ever in the stadium was at the 74 matchup with the Aggies when 51,200 
fans stood in the aisles and sat near the end zones to watch A&M beat Baylor 20-0. Each of the sellouts 
in the stadium, all during the last five years, were for games with either A&M or the University of 
Texas.

Baylor Head Coach Grant Teaff 


Last December when Baylor head coach Grant Teaff led the Bears to the 24-18 victory over 
Clemson in the Peach Bow! another notch was carved out in the slate of the 46-year old mentor. 

The victory culminated a season that saw the Bears go from pre-season seventh place picks toan 8- 
4 record and 14th place іп the final national ranking 

That thrilling year just seems to go along with 
the Grant Teaff style of coaching and bucking the 
odds. Rather than accept the seventh place the 
Bears fought to a fourth place finish and of the four 
defeats, all were to top ten ranked clubs 

The eight victories elevated Teaff's Baylor 
record 10 41-46-3 in cight seasons, Teaff, the dean 
of Southwest Conference coaches, is listed third 
on the coaches all-time victory list at Baylor. 
Overall, in 17 years as a head co; his record is 
83-92-5 

Teaff's goal “to do the best at anything he 
undertakes" certainly rubs-off to his coaching 
staff and players. Three of his former assistants at 
BU are now head coaches in the college ranks, Bill 
Yung at West Texas State; Ron Harms at Texas 
A&I (last year's coach of the year) and Dal 
She: at Richmond. 

Greg Hawthome, a 1978 Baylor grad, was the 
first round pick of the World Champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers and Mike Singletary, the leading tackler 
оп the 778 and 779 teams is a consensus all- 
America selection at linebacker. Singletary became the seventh BU player to make either first or 
second team all-American after playing for Teaff. The others were Gary Green (1976), Gary Don 
Johnson (76), Mike Hughes (75), Aubrey Schultz (74), Derrel Luce (74) and Roger Goree (72), 

Teaff was an outstanding athlete at Snyder in western Texas, played two years of junior college 
ball at San Angelo College and was later an all-Texas conference linebacker selection at MeMurry 
College in Abilene 

Grant began his coaching career at his alma mater as the nation’s youngest head coach. Taking 
over a team that had been at the bottom of the small college ranks, he posted three strong seasons at 
McMurry before the school dropped scholarships. 

Instead of pulling out, Teaff felt an obligation to the players he recruited, and stayed three more 
seasons until he was able to get grant-in-aid restored, 

In 1966, Teaff was hired as assistant coach and recruiting coordinator at Texas Tech University. А 
Special skill to recruit well developed at Tech, where he signed many of the fine players who 
represented the Red Raiders in bowl appearances. 

Teaff's next move was to the head coaching position at Angelo State where in three years he led his 
team to a 19-11 mark, including a 7-3 record іп 1971 which was the best in history. 

Grant, who faced uphill battles throughout his coaching career, in 1972 accepted a big challenge 
when he took over the reins at Baylor. 

Baylor had recorded a combined, 3-28 three-year mark in the years prior to his arrival. But, BU 
football was soon back in the national limelight, when in 1974 the Bears won the Southwest 
Conference championship and a Cotton Bowl trip to Dallas. Due to the Bears winning their first 
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league mark іп 50 years, Teaff was voted the National and Southwest Conference Coach of the Year. 
He was also SWC Coach of the Year his first season, 1972. 

This past season he was again tabbed as SWC Coach of the Year, an honor he shared with 
Arkansas’ Lou Holtz 

Teaff is one of the country’s most sought-after speakers, traveling from coast to coast. He's active 
in the Fellowship of Christian Athletes, having been elected as a national trustee several years ago. 
However, with his years of coaching experience, he is just as at home talking to fellow coaches about 
the X's and O's of their profession. 

The Texas Baptist Convention made history in 1975 by electing Teaff 
the few times a layman has been so honored.
